They are 
uneble to continue Living in Indonesia, gO @ great number of theur 
ave demanding to be retirned to ane Fatherland. The gov ernpent Of 
the Chinese Feoplets Hemublic, on the ground of protecting the - 
legitimate privilegss and interests of the overseas Chinese and of 
fochering Cine-Ind aga ian friendenin, nas demendod that Indonesia 
lmeadiately cease the compulsory evi ctl a of overseas Chinese, And 
at the gene time 1t has proclaimed to theae overseas Ghinese who are 
now bankrupt and wnable to mke a living, oF are unwilling +o remain 
in Indonesia, that they are weicons to peturn to the Fatherland to 
participate in gomialist construction. Cering to the fact that ~he 
Tridonesien Government has not yet, rewponded tO Chinets demand to 
arrange shipping facilities to repetriate these overseas Chinese, the 
Chinese Government, on conaiaering the trying conditions that are now 
confronting thors persecuted overseas Chinese in Indonesia, has 
already sent the first six ships to Indonesia te bring home iL8 own 
people, This measure on the part of the Chinese Government has been 
ertimeiatically welcomed by the great masses of overseas Chinese in 
indonesia, and preised ty those people who are corcermed with the 
well-being of Sino-Indonesian friendship. 44 a ae 

Lt is regretini, not only that Indonesia has not. sympathized 

with those persesited overseas Chinese nor helped them to realize 
their reasonable deaire cf returning te their homeland, bat elso that, 
to the contrary 1b has adopted various ivrational measures to incor- 
venience them at every more and has done ite utmost to chstruct their 
yvaturn to thelr om country. This trend of section has aroused the 
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judicious condemetion of Indonesien public opinion. 
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At firet, the Indonesian authorities made use of the tax 
delinqueacy issue as an excuse for obstructing the return of over 
seas Ghinese to their own country. Shortly after the Chinese 
foreign minister, Chen I, wrote his fire. Letter, dated 9 December 
of last year, to the Indovesien foreig winister, Subandria, the 
Indonestan Central Wartime Authorities issued a directive requiring 
that all persons who desire to appiy for 2 short or permanent leave 
from Indonesia must first ebtein a "financial voucher" from the 
Finance Investigation Bureau. This gounher wast certify that the 
applicant hee already peid eit his taxes for the last several years 
or will presert definite guaranty thereof, otherwise he wiil be 
prosecuted for a criminal offence ov will be detained. Follewring 
this, every comunity in Indonesia, uging thie excuse, has done 1ts_ 
wemost to costruct the return of the overseae Chinese to thelr owt 
country. For exanple, the ESvanee Purean in Macagsgar hag ruled» 
thet any overseas Chinese student desiring to returs to China must 
pay all alien taxes dating from 1957 for every member of bis fasclly 
and all buecinese taxes dating from 1946. Even though many cverseas 
Chinese femiides have paid all these taxes, the Finanee Bureau has 
still withheld thelr receipts. Under such ciroumstances, 8,000

The levy of compulsory taxes on the overseas Ghinege by the 
Indonesian eubhorities ie unreasonable and it ia obvious thet the - 
authorities have other motives. We all know that early In July 
1957, the Indonesian Government, proclaimed an alien tax legislation, 
according to which, all aliens residing in Indonesia, regardless of 
oscupstion, clase, and income must be taxed beginning from danuary 
1, 1957. The head of each family mist ray 1,500 guilders, his wils 
750 goilders, hia under-age children 375 guilders, and other members 
750 grilders. This type of high sompalecry tasation without regard 
of poverty or wealth is unreasonable legislation, Because many 


oversess Chinese are unable to shoulder such a burden, they carat 


pay this tax. Now, a great number of overseas Ghinese are being 


of re 
perceouted and are bankrupt and homeless, and cannot even provide 


thanselves with food and clothing. Yet when they desire to return 
to theie own country, the Indonesian authorities compel them bo pay 
these unreasonable taxes for the last several years. Is thia not a 
serious oppression and a deliberate obstruction against their desire 
to return to their own country? The Indonesian authorities, on the
